Dead body ‘left 
beside bins 
at ambulance 
station’ in Ely 


AN investigation has been 
launched after a dead body was 
allegedly left lying beside dustbins 
at Ely ambulance station - because 
taking it to a mortuary would have 
meant crews working overtime. 

Ely News received information 
this week that the body - reportedly 
that of a young man - was found in 
a public place not far from the city 
and that an East of England 
Ambulance Service (EEAS) crew - 
from outside the area - was sent to 
collect it. 

However, according to the source, 
instead of transporting the body to 
the mortuary at Addenbrooke’s 
Hospital in Cambridge, the crew 
left the body, in a body bag, beside 
bags of rubbish in the corner of the 
garage at Ely ambulance station in 
Nutholt Lane. 

The EEAS confirmed that an 
investigation into an “incident 
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involving the transportation of a 
deceased patient is under way”. 

The source, who did not wish to 
be named, said the incident hap¬ 
pened around a month ago. 

They said: “A young male was 
found dead in a public place and an 
[ambulance] crew was sent, picked 
up the body for transportation to 
Addenbrooke’s mortuary. 

“However as this would make the 
crew from out of area late off, they 
went to Ely ambulance station in 
the hope of transferring the 
deceased patient to the crew about 
to start at 7am. 

They said: “However, unbeknown 
to the out of area crew, the Ely crew 
started late (as they had finished 
late the day before). 

“So instead of continuing to 


Addenbrooke’s mortuary with the 
deceased onboard, the out of area 
crew left the body (in body bag) in 
the corner of the ambulance station 
garage, next to the rubbish bins, 
and drove back to their own station 
- as they didn’t want to be late fin¬ 
ishing their shift, therefore failing 
to ensure the legal responsibility of 
continuity of the deceased to the 
morgue, let alone the dignity or 
compassion for the deceased. 

“The Ely day crew were horrified 
with what awaited them on arrival 
at work and took the body to the 
morgue.” 

The EEAS was aware about the 
alleged incident when Ely News 
contacted them. 

A spokesman said: “An incident 
last month involving the transpor¬ 
tation of a deceased patient is under 
investigation. As such we cannot 
comment any further.”

Agri-tech plans 
now submitted 


PLANS to develop a multi¬ 
million pound new agricul¬ 
tural innovation centre in 
Soham have been submitted. 

It was in May that the 
Eastern Agri-Tech Initiative, 
created by the Greater 
Cambridge Greater 

Peterborough Enterprise 
Partnership (LEP) and part¬ 
ners, announced it had 
awarded £500,000 for the new 
Agri Gate Research Hub’. 

The project, led by the 
National Institute of 
Agricultural Botany (NIAB), 
is designed to bring back into 
use an existing building at 
Hasse Fen - owned by the G’s 
Group - to provide a unique 
facility for farmers and grow¬ 
ers, food businesses, schools 
and colleges and other users 
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to complete applied research 
work to reduce waste in the 
food chain and improve pro¬ 
duction efficiency. 

The proposals have now 
been submitted to East 
Cambridgeshire District 
Council. 

Tina Barsby, from NIAB, 
said: “The new Agri Gate 
Research Hub will provide 
our industry with the facili¬ 
ties they need in a sustainable 
and successful research facil¬ 
ity located in the heart of the 
Fens. 

“The work that will be 
undertaken at the Research 
Hub will range from seedbed 
preparation, varietal selec¬ 


tion, and plant spacing, right 
through to harvesting, pro¬ 
cessing, packaging and pro¬ 
cesses. 

“It will create opportunities 
for technology transfer by 
housing pilot and field scale 
research projects that are 
vital to the future of our 
industry.” 

If approved, the hub will 
provide space for the previ¬ 
ously mentioned research 
work, as well as in-field crop 
research capacity and mod¬ 
ern meeting facilities. 

The project will also create 
77 new jobs, 15 apprentice¬ 
ships and safeguard 148 jobs.

Paramedic guilty 
of sexual assault 


A PARAMEDIC with “a dark 
side” to his character has 
been found guilty of sexu¬ 
ally assaulting three 
women. 

Colin Hakin, 53, who 
worked at Ely’s ambulance 
station in Newnham Street, 
was found guilty on all three 
counts of sexual assault at 
the end of the 10-day trial at 
Cambridge Crown Court on 
Friday. 

The jury heard he asked 
the women to perform sexu¬ 
al acts upon him when they 
refused to consent to his 
request for sex. 

The jury of seven men and 
five women also heard 
Hakin pressed his body up 
against the first complain¬ 
ant and made “sexual nois¬ 
es” between May 4, 2011 and 
March 31, 2012. 

Hakin, who is married 
with young children, was 
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also alleged to have asked 
one of the complainants for 
oral sex. 

Prosecutor Anwar 

Nashashibi told the jury 
Hakin touched a second 
woman’s bottom as she 
walked upstairs between 
lune 2011 and September 
2012 . 

He said: “He is a married 
man with children who’s 
able to impress his employ¬ 
ers but with a dark side to 
his character. He preys on 
vulnerable women.” 

It was also alleged that 
between April and 
September 2012, Hakin 
touched a third woman’s 
breast by putting his hand 
inside her top. 

The court also heard 
Hakin targeted a fourth 


woman and subjected her to 
sexual harassment in 2010. 

During the trial, Hakin 
repeatedly protested his 
innocence. He said: “I’m a 
traditional man, I always let 
ladies go upstairs first but 
when coming down I always 
go first. I was taught that 
was always in case they had 
a trip or a fall.” 

When asked if he had put 
his hand up the top of one of 
the victims and touched her 
nipple, he said it “did not 
happen” and said he never 
asked her for an affair. 

“I haven’t done any of 
this,” he told the jury. “I 
worked hard to be a para¬ 
medic, very hard, as every¬ 
body who’s a paramedic 
does. I wouldn’t do any¬ 
thing to jeopardise taking 
that away.” 

Hakin will be sentenced 
on November 7. 


Body of man in 50s found inside city flat

The man, who was in his 
50s, was found dead inside.

“The death of the man, who 
was in his 50s, is not being 
treated as suspicious and 
has been passed on to the 
coroner.”

Rhys has already secured 
the backing of Hollywood 
actor Sir Ian McKellen - who 
agreed to narrate part of the 
funding appeal - and cash 
has been pledged by the 
Kevin Spacey Foundation to 
help get the project off the 
ground. 

Rhys said: “I think film is 
such a valuable medium and 
we believe it is the ideal for¬ 
mat to start to address very 
common issues of homopho¬ 
bia in our society with the 
scope to reach a wide and 
varied audience.” 

Maria Sihaloho, a spokes¬ 
woman for the film, said: “We 
have collaborated with LGBT 


(Lesbian, Gay, Bisexual and 
Transgender) and anti-vio¬ 
lence and hate charity Galop. 

“This is a film with great 
aspirations and working with 
Galop, we plan to use the film 
to educate people with the 
intention to hold screenings 
and talks with young people 
who may come to experience 
these issues. 

“Rhys is very actively work¬ 
ing with various anti-homo- 
phobia charities and has 
marched at both London Gay 
Pride with the Gay Gooners 
and Brighton Pride this year.”

Turbines: Please say no 

Copy of a letter sent to the Senior Planning 
Officer at East Cambridgeshire District 
Council: 

I am so disappointed that the planning 
application for two wind turbines at Stretham 
has been resurrected as I had hoped that the 
strength of local opposition had caused the 
applicant to withdraw his original application. 

I am writing to strongly object to the proposal 
to erect two turbines of 102 metres in height so 
close to our community. 

To explain my circumstances might help you 
to understand my objections: 

My husband and I moved to Stretham from 
Cambridge over 40 years ago to be in the 
countryside and out of the rat race in town. We 
have moved four times since then within the 
parish. Our last move to Lazy Otter Meadows 
over six years ago was caused by my health 
problems which meant we had to downsize 
and I had to give up my career. 

We chose our current home as this was a 
peaceful area specifically for over 55s close to 
the river and in a lovely rural setting. 

Since living here we also objected to the 
nearby bio-digester plant that was agreed and 
is now in operation. Although we were assured 
that this would have little impact on us, the 


heavy vehicle traffic has increased 
dramatically along the old road which passes 
by our development and continues through the 
night until midnight. The slow moving traffic 
also causes congestion during the day when 
getting onto the A10 and slows the traffic down 
on that road. We have therefore encountered 
significant impact in this regard. 

I am sure you are aware that the Lazy Otter 
development is less than 1 kilometre from the 
proposed site. There are around 30 permanent 
residences with about 50 constituents living 
here. There are also holiday lodges which the 
wind turbines would impact on - with over 100 
people staying in these. We felt when we 
moved here that this would be our last move to 
a lovely and peaceful environment with access 
to various wildlife on the river and nearby 
fields. Now we are not so sure. 

My objections to the wind turbines are 
therefore as follows 

■ The unique lovely skies and landscape of 
this area will be ruined which I so love 

■ The potential impact to my health. This 
fear is supported by my previous GP Pam 
Kenny. I also suffer from migraines, a family 
member has bi-polar disorder and a close 
friend has epilepsy 

■ I have two dogs and I understand the noise 
of these could affect them 

■ The devastating impact on the local 
diverse wildlife which we try to encourage via 
Wicken Fen 

■ The dangerous impact on passing traffic 
along the A10 as these installations can be 
distracting especially with the sunlight ‘flicker’ 

■ Noise and traffic disruption during the 
construction 

■ I am not convinced of the benefits of this 
specific application. I am very supportive of 
‘greener’ sources of energy such as the solar 
farms along the river bank from us, but have 
not seen any evidence in this case. 

I trust that the planners and Planning 
Committee will seriously consider my points 
and refuse this resubmitted application.

lUrbine campaign 
group is launched 


A CAMPAIGN group has been formed 
to fight plans to erect two wind tur¬ 
bines near Ely. 

The Stop Stretham Wind Farm Group 
has been set up after plans for two 
102m high turbines to be sited in 
Cambridge Road, Stretham, were res¬ 
urrected. 

Farmer Chris Attle re-submitted his 
proposals for Redhill Farm to East 
Cambridgeshire District Council just 
weeks after he withdrew them. 

They were withdrawn as he was hav¬ 
ing problems connecting the pro¬ 
posed turbines to the National Grid, 
however those issues have now been 
resolved. 

The turbines, which would be 102m 
high to the tip of their blade, have 
proved controversial among local resi¬ 
dents to date. 

Now residents, councillors and busi¬ 
ness owners in the Stretham area have 
joined forces to form the campaign 
group.

Cllr Bill Hunt, who is a county and 
district member for Stretham, and 
who is advising the group, said: “In my 
view, the benefits of any wind turbine 
application are far lower than the dis¬ 
advantages they bring. 

“These proposed turbines are one 
and a half times the height of the 
tower of Ely Cathedral. That just is not 
acceptable. 

“As a Fenman, I am a great lover of 
the big, open skies of Cambridgeshire 
and these turbines would certainly 
ruin the views. It’s not fair on the 
thousands of people who live in the 
area.” 

Among the objectors are Frederick 
and Barbara Benge, who live in 
Cambridge Road. They said: “The A10 
is the main route to Ely; a very busy 
road. You would see these masts for 
miles from every direction. 


“They are not only an eyesore, but it 
appears they do not even generate 
enough electricity to make them via¬ 
ble. Not only would they be very visu¬ 
al, there is the noise to consider, flash¬ 
ing when the sun shines on them, and 
possible effects for migraine and epi¬ 
lepsy sufferers.” 

The applicants are proposing to offer 
five per cent of the turbines’ annual 
income to Stretham Parish Council. 

There are also plans to erect three 
130m high wind turbines not far from 
the site at Berry Fen - land in between 
the villages of Haddenham and 
Aldreth. The Stop Berry Fen Wind 
Farm campaign group is fighting 
those proposals.

Group’s next meeting is being held on 
Monday, October 20 at the Red Lion 
public house in Stretham at 7.30pm.

Dry dock is 
‘spoiling the 
Riverside’

A ‘DRY dock’ moored in Ely’s 
Riverside has been described 
as a “monstrosity” by dis¬ 
gruntled residents. 

The facility, which is used 
for the construction, mainte¬ 
nance and repair of boats, 
has been moored on the River 
Great Ouse at Ely Marina 
since the summer, opposite 
the cocktail bar, Ta Bouche. 

Neither Jeremy Tyrrell, who 
owns the marina, nor East 
Cambridgeshire District 
Council, say they have had 
any complaints about the dry 
dock, but several residents 
have complained to Ely News. 

Cherie Newton, of Broad 
Street, said: “I assume the dry 
dock has been moored there 
by the marina? If so, the 
council should be asking 
them to re-locate it. 

“The Riverside is one of the 
most scenic and special parts 
of Ely, which is visited by 
thousands of tourists every 
year. The dry dock is a mon¬ 
strosity and should be moved 
to somewhere else in the 
marina where it cannot spoil 
the Riverside’s image.” 


Rick Avern, from Ely, said: 
“We have a lovely Riverside 
front and it’s also wonderful 
to see the life that has been 
brought to it by the new cock¬ 
tail bar at the Makings. 

“Such a shame though that a 
monstrous dry dock has been 
moored right opposite. Surely

the council are not going to 
allow this to stay?” 

Mikey Sowter, manager of 
Ta Bouche, said: “The dry 
dock certainly isn’t the pretti¬ 
est thing in the world but it 
hasn’t caused any issues for 
us so far. 

“I’ve been told it’s not going 
to be there forever. A lot of 
customers have asked what it 
is but none of them have real¬ 
ly complained about it.” 

Marina owner Mr Tyrrell 
said he had no plans to 
remove it. 

“Nobody has complained to 
us about the dry dock, which 
we use to lift boats in and out 
of the water.” 


Inquest opened into death of Littleport man 


AN inquest has been opened 
into the death of a man whose 
body was found in Littleport. 

James Harrison, 32, of 
Hardwicke Close, Littleport, 
was found dead near 
Littleport Fire Station, in 
Ponts Hill, at around 5am on 
Wednesday, September 24. 

Police officers and forensic 


teams spent days investigat¬ 
ing the area as at first it was 
believed there were suspi¬ 
cious circumstances. 

However, as previously 
reported, a post mortem 
examination carried out two 
days later found that there 
were no signs of foul play. 

An inquest into Mr 


Harrison’s death has now 
been opened and adjourned 
by coroner William Morris. 

The cause of death has pro¬ 
visionally been given as 
‘unascertained pending fur¬ 
ther tests’. 

The inquest has been 
adjourned pending further 
enquiries.

Life behind the counter at Heyworth’s - one of Cambridge’s most glamorous department stores - is explored in a new book by 
Ely-based writer, Ellee Seymour. She tells LYDIA FALLON why writing The Shop Girls was like “bringing a ghost to life.” 


D epartment stores just 
aren't what they used to be. 

From the lavish buildings 
and beautifully made clothes to the 
immaculate shop girls and charis¬ 
matic owners; it’s no wonder shows 
like Mr Selfridge and The Paradise 
have captured the public’s imagina¬ 
tion in such a way. 

Heyworth’s epitomised this so- 
called ‘golden age of the department 
store’. Few remember the former 
Cambridge landmark, which stood 


first on Burleigh Street and later 
Sidney Street (where Ryman station¬ 
ery store is today) and closed in 1965, 
but those who do, remember it fond¬ 
ly- 

An exclusive ladies’ department 
store and millinery, the city’s elite 
(the Marchioness of Cambridge 
shopped there, don’t you know) 
flocked there to get their hands on 
all the latest fashions. 

Heyworth’s army of shop girls were 
the backbone of the stylish store. 


Smartly dressed in crisp white shirts 
and dark pencil skirts, they served 
all their customers with the utmost 
courtesy and care, but beneath their 
immaculate appearance lay some 
truly fascinating stories. 

And it is these tales of bygone years 
gone by which form the basis of a 
new book by Ely author Ellee 
Seymour. Set against the backdrop 
of the closing years of the Second 
World War, and moving into the late 
1950s and early 60s, The Shop Girls is 


the true story of Eve, Irene, Betty and 
Rosemary, four ladies working in a 
store which offered them an escape 
from the hardship and struggles of 
wartime life. 

“It was amazing to unlock the his¬ 
tory of this store; it was like bringing 
a ghost to life and has been a real 
voyage of discovery to put all the 
pieces together,” Ellee smiles. “We 
all love nostalgia and knowing about 
what life was like in the old days, and 
if these stories aren’t told and shared 


then they are lost forever.” 

Ellee was approached to write the 
book in April last year; having always 
been fascinated by the era, she was 
the perfect candidate. “My agent in 
London emailed all her authors to 
ask for ideas for a book about shop 
girls, following the success of Mr 
Selfridge and The Paradise,” Ellee 
explains. “I initially thought of 
Eaden Lilley, as my husband used to 
work there, but I couldn’t find any 
shop girls or buyers who worked

there during the 1940s and 
50s, but discovered the story 
of Heyworth’s instead from a 
lady called Eve. 

“Eve put me in touch with 
Betty, who put me in touch 
with Irene, and then I found 
Rosemary from an article in 
the News. I ended up meeting 
a dozen shop girls from 
Heyworth’s, which was 
extraordinary as it closed 49 
years ago.” 

Ellee interviewed the for¬ 
mer shop girls over the 
course of a year, carefully 
compiling their individual 
stories into one compelling 
book. It’s a lovely read, induc¬ 
ing a fuzzy feeling of nostal¬ 
gia for those who remember 
the era, and piquing the 
interest of those who want to 
discover more. 

Eve (shy and sweet, started 
work at Heyworth’s aged 14), 
Irene (elegant accessories 
buyer and thoroughly mod¬ 
ern woman), Betty (single 
mother who worked for the 
ATS during the Second World 
War) and Rosemary (the 
youngest of the four and run¬ 
ner-up in Miss Butlin’s 1958) 
bare their souls. From the 
heartache of losing a first 
love in a brutal and bloody 
war to the joy of a shop girls’ 
trip to Butlin’s, where Des 
O’Connor was a red coat; 
you’re with them every step 
of the way. 

“They were all really won¬ 
derful to share their stories 
like this in a very public way, 
because they aren’t used to 
talking about it. It’s just their 
lives, and as far as they are 
concerned it’s nothing 
extraordinary. 

“All the ladies, who are now 
in their 70s, 80s and 90s, were 
all very different, but they 
had such fabulous stories to 
tell.” 

The story of Heyworth’s 
begins more than 100 years 
ago. The founder was George 
Heyworth, an ambitious 
man who left behind the cot¬ 
ton mills in Lancaster to 
open GA Heyworth and Co in 
the heart of Cambridge. It 
thrived under George’s lead¬ 
ership, and moved to a bigger 
and more prominent posi¬ 
tion on Sidney Street in 1928 
- shoulder to shoulder with 
its rival stores, joshua Taylor 
and Eaden Lilley - before 
eventually being taken over 
by George’s only son Herbert. 

“It was a glamorous, 
upmarket, ladies outfitters,” 
explains Ellee. “They had 
lovely evening dresses, wed¬ 
ding dresses, a millinery 
department, children’s out¬ 
fitters ...” 

The Heyworths, Ellee says, 
were a fascinating family. 
“The more I

researched, I realised it was a 
really cracking story, and 
much more than a story just 
about the shop girls. Herbert 
Heyworth was such an entre¬ 
preneur and an extraordi¬ 
nary man. 

“He was a larger than life 
character like Gordon 
Selfridge, a perfectionist and 
had very high standards; you 
had to be presentable at all 
times, your manner with all 
the clients had to be perfect, 
and you had to always stand 
up straight. It mentions in 
one of Betty’s chapters how 
he sacked a woman because 
she was slouching!” 

A keen historian, research¬ 
ing what Cambridge was like 
during those pre and post 
war years also proved a 
labour of love for Ellee. “I’ve 
always loved history, and I 
think we all do as a nation, 
which is why programmes 
like Downton Abbey are so 
popular. The social history 
really excited me; with 
Rosemary’s chapter we’ve got 
the American GIs and the 
swinging 60s, there’s the 
poverty and hardship of the 
war years and that upstairs, 
downstairs element in 
Heyworth’s,” she says. 

The history of the shop girl 
is also fascinating, and was 
recently explored in the BBC 
documentary Shopgirls: the 
True Story of Life Behind the 


Counter. During the 19th and 
early 20th centuries, shop 
workers would often stand 
for 12 hours at a time. Even 
ordinary folk would be wait¬ 
ed on like royalty. 

Ellee’s journey into writing 
has an air of inevitability 
about it. “I’ve always loved 
writing and reading, my 
favourite presents when I 
was a little girl were always 
books, and I’d just hide 
myself away and read and 
read,” she smiles. 

This love for the written 
word led her to train as a jour¬ 
nalist, working here at the 
News, before moving into PR. 
The Shop Girls is Ellee’s sec¬ 
ond book; she was the ghost 
writer of Being the Soham 
Psychic, the life story of clair¬ 
voyant Dennis McKenzie, 
who helped police after the 
Soham murders. It was, she 
admits, a different, but fasci¬ 
nating, project. “Dennis was 
an extraordinary man,” Ellee 
says. 

It won rave reviews, and 
The Shop Girls looks all set to 
do the same. But, for Ellee, 
it’s not really about the plau¬ 
dits; the sheer joy of bringing 
this forgotten world back to 
life is more than enough. “It 
is so much more than just 
being a shop girl’s story. It is 
that sense of history of life in 
Cambridge. 

“It’s been great fun bring¬ 
ing this ghost to life.”

Mr Burrows’ son, Percy, 
then took over the newsa¬

the owner, and has been 
running it ever since. 

Jeff runs the newsagents, 
which has been based in the 
High Street since about the 
1930s, with his sister, Ann 
Dix, niece, Annabel Reddick, 
who runs Burrows 
Bookshop, in High Street 
Passage, and family friend, 
Tony Ransome. 

Jeff, 66, who has been 
involved in the business ever 
since he left school, said: 
“The years have flown by to 
be honest. 

“It can be hard work at 
times and we work long 
hours but we obviously enj oy 
it else we wouldn’t still be 
doing it. I particularly enjoy 
the delivery side of it all and 
meeting so many nice peo¬ 
ple.”

Award-winning pianist Freddy Kempt is set to make his first appearance as the 
Cambridge Corn Exchange’s Artist in Residence with a recital featuring a selection of 
his favourite Beethoven, Schubert and Tchaikovsky sonatas. 

After making his concerto debut at the age of just 8, playing alongside the Royal 
Philharmonic Orchestra, Kempt went on to win the prestigious BBC Young Musician 
of the Year competition and has since become one of the most sought-after pianists 
playing in the world today. 

ANDREW BURTON spoke to him about taking on the Corn Exchange residency (moving 
into shoes left vacant by Julian Lloyd Webber), his musical career to date and how he 
manages to find time to practice as a busy father of three young children.

What do you hope to bring to the role 
of Artist in Residence at Cambridge 
Corn Exchange? 

Being Artist in Residence gives the 
audience in Cambridge a chance to 
get to know the performer better - in 
a normal situation any soloist normally 
appears once every two or three 
seasons - so it's also nice for me to feel 
I'm coming back to Cambridge more 
than just once in a few years. 

Live on stage just before the show, you’ll 
be joined by eight local music students 
(and eight additional pianos!), to play a 
newly-commissioned piece by composer 
Nicholas Paul Simpson as part of a music 
education project between Cambridge 
Corn Exchange, Cambridgeshire Music 
and the Royal Philharmonic Orchestra. 
What do you hope this experience will 
be like for the audience, and what do 
you think the music students will gain 
from it? 

I hope the audience will be 


supportive - it is a wonderful chance 
for young local pianists to get to know 
the region's beautiful venue and also 
for the audience to maybe hear a star 
of the future. I'm delighted that I'm 
able to take part in something that will 
hopefully ignite some excitement for 
music in younger people. I'm not sure 
I've ever come across anything written 
for nine pianos before and I am sure it 
will sound very exciting . . . and very 
loud! 

What initially prompted you to start 
playing the piano? 

I got to the piano in a rather 
roundabout way. It was originally a 
Christmas present in that I'd picked 
out a present that was just the most 
expensive I could get my parents to 
agree to, not having known it was 
actually a keyboard. Then, on Christmas 
day, it was the only present I had so I 
had to play with it... Looking back I 
realise I had always loved the sound 


the piano made - I remember hearing 
things like Sinatra songs of my father or 
film soundtracks and always listening 
a little bit more carefully each time a 
piano started playing. After that I simply 
made very fast progress and was good 
at it. 

What is your practice routine? 

I do admit to being a bad practiser i.e. 
I am lazy ... Probably not what parents 
of budding musicians want to hear. 
However, one of my teachers always 
went on about how important it is to do 
good practice and not just put in hours 
and hours of mindless note-bashing. 

I'm reminded of this even more now 
with my three young children as it's so 
hard to find time to myself. The most 
important thing now is just to plan out 
how much time I do need and start well 
in advance so that I'm able to be ready 
when I need to be. At home I might 
only get an hour or two a day but at 
least I'm able to do a little bit more on 


tour. 

What advice would you give to any 
young musicians contemplating a career 
as a professional musician? 

As I imagine for any career, I think 
for music the most important thing 
is to love what you do. So if being a 
professional musician means playing on 
stage then you have to love performing 
on stage. I think every type of career is 
becoming more and more difficult - so 
you have to be really dedicated and just 
fight for every chance you can get and 
always try to be at your best. 

What are the most important lessons 
your career as a pianist has taught you? 

The most important thing is to learn 
to be completely professional and be at 
your very best in all aspects of a career. 
First and foremost this means that you 
play to your absolute best for every 
concert, and not to just give up and feel 
sorry for yourself if you're not having 


a good day. Since we use our bodies to 
play, and they aren't machines, many 
times we find ourselves not on ideal 
form - something might be hurting, 
or you might be jet-lagged, or maybe 
you've not eaten at all, or maybe 
you've not been able to rehearse due 
to a travel delay or to some technical 
problem in the venue. You still have to 
overcome all of this and push this to 
the side and just do the show as well as 
you can. 

If you could only, hypothetically, play 
music by one composer for the rest of 
your life, which composer would you 
choose and why? 

I would choose Beethoven, because 
first of all he was a pianist and wrote 
things for piano that are just so exciting 
to play; he wrote them for himself 
after all. Also, I think Beethoven was 
wonderful at writing all types of music, 
be it symphonies, string quartets or 
songs.

IN this age of recycling - plastics in 
one bin, glass in another, garden mat¬ 
ter and food waste also being sepa¬ 
rated - there can be no better time to 
start your own compost heap. 

If you have to sort out your rubbish, 
you might as well make use of the 
matter which can be turned into a ter¬ 
rific soil enricher. 

However, it isn't just a matter of 
piling up your vegetable peelings and 
grass cuttings and turning them every 
so often. In every successful compost 
heap, there is a balance to be found. 

The container or makeshift frame 
(ideally wooden) should be at least 1m 
(3ft) square otherwise it will be too 
small to generate enough heat to rot 
it down. You'll also need a lid to keep 
out rain and keep in the heat, even if 
the lid's in the form of an old carpet 
topped with plastic. Remember, the 
hotter it gets, the faster the compost 
matures. 

Good elements include kitchen waste 
- such as vegetable scraps, eggshells 
and tea bags. If you want to add 
newspaper, you'll need to shred it first. 
Keep a small, lidded bin by the back

door for all your kitchen scraps. 

If you're pruning this autumn, keep 
the clippings and spent flowers for the 
compost bin, along with any grass clip¬ 
pings and end of season bedding. 

Some gardeners have become so 
obsessed with the quality of their com¬ 
post that they grow plants specifically 
for it, including potash-rich sunflowers 
which boost its nutritional content, 
and comfrey, which is rich in nutrients. 

Don't add meat, fish or bones to the 
heap because you'll just attract rats, 
and keep out really tough weeds such 
as ground elder, which may survive in 
the heap, and diseased plants, which 


should be binned or burned. Woody 
prunings should also be omitted 
because they will take an age to rot 
down. 

If you want to give your compost a 
helping hand to rot down, you can buy 
organic activators containing herbs, 
honey and seaweed. Other natural 
ingredients including nettles will also 
help rot down the pile, while a handful 
of horse manure will add bulk and 
nutrients. 

You could also buy some worms from 
a fishing tackle shop which will work 
their way up and down the pile, break¬ 
ing up the debris as they go. 

The secret to good compost is firstly 
to break up the bulky stuff before it 
goes in. If you haven't a shredder, chop 
up your prunings into small pieces. 

Then you need to alternate the 
materials in different layers. Place grass 
clippings in thin layers - and don't put 
too much grass on the pile or you'll 
end up with a slimy mess. Alternate 
the clippings with coarser material or 
mix it with shredded newspaper. Add 
moistened straw to bulk up too much 
green material. 


Layers should be peppered every 
so often with earth, blood, fish and 
bonemeal, manure or an activator to 
encourage bacteria. 

The dry, woody, carbon-rich materi¬ 
als such as prunings and straw should 
be combined with the layers of nitro¬ 
gen-rich soft waste such as vegetable 
scraps and grass clippings. Ideally use 
two parts' woody material to one part 
soft material. 

Once your container is full, don't 
let it dry out in summer or become 
too wet in winter. A good test is to 
squeeze a handful and see how much 
moisture comes out. It should only be 
a few droplets for perfect compost. 

If you are making compost for the 
first time, turn the new heap after 
about a week to allow the cooler outer 
material to enter into the hotter centre, 
then turn it again two weeks later, 
after which you should leave it for 
around six months. 

In less than a year, you may have 
soft, crumbly fruit-cake-like compost 
to spread as a mulch or just add to 
your soil to improve its fertility, or 
sieve it to use in your potting compost.

D Packing - start packing and sorting through your 
belongings.

Q Telecommunications - Notify your telephone and 
broadband provider and ask them to make the 
necessary arrangements for a final account at your 
present address, and for taking over or installing 
telephone and broadband facilities at your new home.

Q Kitchen cupboards - go through your kitchen 
cupboards and throw out anything not in date.

THE Porsche 911 Carrera RS 2.7 was 
the best car to invest in over the last 
decade, says new research from the 
Discovery Channel. 

Marking the 100th car to feature on 
the digital TV channel’s Wheeler 
Dealers show, in an episode earlier 
this week, the Wheeler Dealers team 
picked out 20 of the best-known and 
most sought-after classic cars. 

And, in 2004, the wisest owls of all 
would have put their money into the 
old Porsche, which has seen a strato¬ 
spheric increase in prices from 
£65,000 to £500,000 - a 669% explo¬ 
sion. 

The Aston Martin DB5 and DB6, 
famously associated with James 
Bond, were second and third on the 
list, having seen 500% and 478% 
increases respectively and leaving 
their canny owners laughing all the 
way to the bank. 

Other wise automotive investments 
were genuine AC Cobras, which have 
increased from £150,000 to £650,000 
on the open market, while Ferrari, 
Lotus and Jaguar all had cars in the 
top 10. 

The biggest surprise was the Land 
Rover Series I, the original that 
spawned a breed that continues to 
this day - although emissions regula¬ 
tions are set to kill off the Defender for 
good. Series I owners have seen prices 
go from £6,000 in 2004 to £20,000 


now, making it the best mass-pro¬ 
duced investment in the study. 

Only one of the 20 classic cars lost 
value over the decade. The Rolls- 
Royce Silver Shadow fell from £12,000 
to £8,000. 

Wheeler Dealers sees presenters 
Mike Brewer and Edd China buy clas¬ 
sic cars at the right price, fix them up 
on a budget and sell them on for a 


profit. Classic car expert Dave Selby 
helped Discovery to compile the fig¬ 
ures. 

A Discovery Channel spokesperson 
said: “From the much coveted Aston 
Martin DB5 to the humble Fiat 500, 
classic car owners across the UK are 
sitting on a small fortune, thanks to 
the boom in the vintage car market 
over the last decade.”

Martin clash can 
wait - Goodjohn 


TYLER Goodjohn has not ruled 
out meeting Tommy Martin 
after winning the English light- 
welterweight title following a 
stunning battle with Ricky 
Boylan at London's 02 Arena. 

But a clash with the St Neots 
fighter, who stopped Matty Tew 
in their English light- 
welterweight title eliminator on 
the same bill, will have to wait. 

Wentworth boxer Goodjohn 
said: “It was an eliminator, not 
the final eliminator. Tommy isn’t 
going to like this, but he isn’t at 
that level yet. 

“He’s 20, he wants to take a few 
more 10-round fights. I’ve done 
six 10-rounders now and I’ve only 
had 14 fights and I’m only 23. 

“I’ve not taken the easy route 
and I’m there now. He’s not there 
yet, but that’s not to say he won’t 
get there. 

“If he wants to have it, we’ll 
have it in Cambridge and further 
down the line that would be 
great.” 

And Martin said he was also 
prepared to bide his time to make 
the fight happen following his 
win over Tew. 

He said: “I’ve already been on to 
him on Twitter. I’d fight anyone, 
any day of the week, I’d never 
turn a fight down, but that’s why 
I have this man (trainer-manager 
Johnny Eames) to pull me back. 

“I’m only 20 and it was my first-10 
rounder. I’ve got time, I’m enjoying 
the game and Eddie (Hearn, 
promoter) says he’s going to get me 
out all over the country now.” 

For Goodjohn, beating the 
previously undefeated Boylan, 


26, on a majority decision to 
clinch the English strap was a 
dream come true - “I’m not 
going to take this belt off for a 
week!” - after being seen off by 
Tyrone Nurse in his first attempt 
for the title in April while suffering 
with nose and rib injuries. 

Two of the judges gave him it 
96-94, a fair reflection of the 
bout, while the other amazingly 
scored it a 95-95 draw in what 
referee Victor Loughlin deemed 
the fight of the year before lifting 
Goodjohn’s hand in the air. 

Goodjohn caught the casual 
Boylan off guard numerous times 
with powerful rights and upper 
cuts in a dominant opening 
round which set the tone for the 
first six periods of the contest. 

The London fighter struggled to 
lay anything significant on 
Goodjohn until the sixth round, 
which saw the latter go into sur¬ 
vival mode after a gaping wound 
over his right eye opened up 
during an exchange on the ropes. 

Goodjohn battled on gamely, 
staying on the back foot and 
keeping out of trouble for the 
remainder of the bout while still 
landing the counter punch. 

As for Martin, he can be pleased 
with an impressive performance 
that saw him halt Tew 55 seconds 
into the seventh round. 

Martin had to deal with plenty 
of rough stuff from his 
Southampton opponent, including 
an extremely low blow that sent 
him to his knees in the fifth, but 
he showed real maturity to shrug 
it off and finish Tew inside the
